HEALTH  REPORT  FOR  1937. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Health 
Report  for  the  year  1937,  this  being  the  fifteenth  one  presented 
by  me  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

At  the  time  of  the  1931  Census  the  population  of  the  District 
was  10,484,  while  the  population  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  mid-year  1937  was  12,590. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  has  again  slightly  fallen,  being 
10.9  per  thousand  of  population,  as  against  11.7  last  year. 
The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14.9  in  1937,  and 
14.8  in  1936. 

The  Deaths  registered  as  belonging  to  this  District  during 
the  year  was  exactly  the  same  number  as  the  Births  registered, 
viz.  138;  the  Death  Rate  of  10.9  was  therefore  the  same  as 
the  Birth  Rate.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
12.4  in  1937,  and  12.1  in  1936. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  remained  again  this  year  at  a 
very  satisfactory  low  figure,  being  28  per  thousand  registered 
births,  as  compared  with  27  last  year,  and  40  and  38  in  the 
two  preceding  years.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rates  for 
England  and  Wales  were  58  in  1937,  and  59  and  57  in  the  two 
preceding  years, 

'Prom  the  point  of  view  of  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease 
the  year  was  a  satisfactory  one,  the  number  of  notification 
certificates  having  fallen  from  236  in  1936  to  57  in  1937.  This 
is  very  largely  due  to  a  large  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  Mieasl.es  notified. 

I  again  desire  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
help  and  assistance  I  have  received  from  all  the  members  of 
the  Council  and  its  officers.  I  would  in  particular  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  loyal  andj  efficient  services  rendered  by 
Mr.  Gypps  and  the  Health  Visitor.

HEALTH  REPORT. 

The  Sevenoaks  Urban  District  is  situated  in  the  Northern 
part  of  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District,  by  which  it  is  entirely 
surrounded. 


Area  and  Population. 


The  District  now  has  an  area  of  3,720  acres;  461  acres  were 
added  under  the  Kent  Review  Order,  the  old  area  having 
contained  3,259  acres. 

At  the  time  of  the  1921  Census  the  population  was  9,060, 
and  by  the  time  of  the  1931  Census  this  had  increased  to  10,484. 
The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for 
mid-year  1937  was  12,590. 

The  number  of  occupied  houses  in  1931  was  2,056 ;  and  in 
1937,  3,828. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  District  is  £149,212,  and  the  sum 
represented  by  a  penny  rate  is  £556.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Births. 

During  the  year  138  Births  were  registered  as  belonging  to 
the  District,  of  which  number  65  were  males  and  73  were 
females.  This  is  equal  to  an  Annual  Birth  Rate  of  10.9  per 
thousand  of  population,  as  compared  with  11.7  last  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14.9  in  1937, 
and  14.8  in  1936. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  as  being  illegitimate  was  5, 
of  which  4  were  males  and  1  female. 

There  were  also  7  stillbirths,  6  males  and  1  female. 

Deaths. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  as 
belonging  to  this  District  was  138  (63  males  and  75  females), 
as  compared  with  130  last  year. 

This  number  includes  those  deaths  which,  although  occurring 
outside  belonged  to  this  District,  but  excludes  deaths  occurring 
inside  the  District  but  belonging  to  other  districts. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was  equal  to  10.9  per  thousand 
of  population,  as  against  10.4  last  year. 

The  Death  Rate  in  England  and  Wales  was  12.4  in  1937, 
and  12.1  in  1936. 

The  diseases  claiming  the  largest  number  of  deaths  were : 
Heart  Disease  31  and  Cancer  23.

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  occurring  in  infants 
under  one  year  of  age  was  4  (3  males  and  1  female).  All  of 
these  were  legitimate. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  equal  to  28  per  thousand 
births,  as  compared  with  27  last  year. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
58 ;  and  for  1936,  59. 


Deaths  at  Different  Ages. 

Deaths  in  Children  between  One  and  Five  Years. — Two 

deaths  occurred  in  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five 
years.  This  is  ecpial  to  a  Death  Rate  of  0.15  per  thousand  of 
population. 

Deaths  in  Persons  of  65  Years  and  Over. — The  number  of 

deaths  registered  as  occurring  in  persons  of  65  years  and  over 
was  76.  This  is  equal  to  a  Death  Rate  of  6.0  per  thousand  of 
population,  and  comprises  55  per  cent,  of  total  deaths.

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Vital  Statistics — Principal  Features. 

The  following  Table  shows  a  comparison  of  the  main 
features  in  Vital  Statistics  for  the  District  during  the  past 
15  years:  _  _  _ 
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Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  is  a  term  commonly  applied  to 
the  rate  of  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  complaints, 
viz. :  Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Diarrhoea  and  “  Fever,”  which  later  includes  Typhus, 
Typhoid  (or  Enteric)  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers. 

During  the  year  no  deaths  occurred  from  these  complaints. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  deaths  occurring  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (Con¬ 
sumption  or  Phthisis)  numbered  5.  This  is  equal  to  a  Death 
Rate  of  0.39  per  thousand  of  population. 


Other  Respiratory  Diseases. 

The  deaths  from  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system 
numbered  11.  This  gives  a  Death  Rate  of  0.87  per  thousand 
of  population. 


Cancer. 

The  deaths  from  Cancer  (malignant  disease)  were  23  (10 
males  and  13  females).  The  Death  Rate  from  Cancer  was 
therefore  1.79  per  thousand  of  population. 
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Influenza. 

During  the  year  3  deaths  occurred  from  Influenza,  the 
Death  Rate  being  0.23  per  thousand  of  population.

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet

Thirty-seven  patients  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.

Dysentery. 

During  the  latter  months  of  the  year  an  outbreak  of 
Dysentery  occurred  in  many  districts,  and  1  case  was  notified 
in  this  area. 


Pneumonia. 

Two  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  1  last  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  as  occurring  from 
Pneumonia  (all  forms)  was  5, 
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Measles. 

Measles  was  made  a  compulsorily  notifiable  disease  under 
the  Sevenoaks  (Measles)  Regulations,  1929  (dated  the  17th 
May,  1929),  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  July,  1929. 

During  the  year  9  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with 
216  last  year. 

One  case  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

No  deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  from  Measles. 

Tuberculosis.

PREVENTIVE  MEASURES. 

In  every  case  of  Infectious  Disease  notified,  the  case  is 
visited  and  full  particulars  obtained.  I  am  always  glad  to  see 
any  doubtful  case  in  consultation  with  the  Doctor  in  charge, 
and  I  have  pleasure  in  recording  the  cordial  co-operation  I  have 
received  from  all  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  this  respect. 
This,  I  am  surey  is  of  great  assistance  in  dealing  with  the 
incidence  of  Infectious  Disease. 

When  any  outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease  arises  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  scholars  attending  any  school,  whether  a 
private  school  or  a  public  elementary  school,  particular 
attention  is  always  given  to  any  possible  factor  which  may  be 
tending  to  cause  the  spread  of  infection. 

DISINFECTION. 

A  Washington-Lyons  Disinfector  has  been  provided  by 
the  Council  and  is  situated  in  the  hospital  grounds  at  Oak 
Lane. 

Fumigation  of  rooms  is  carried  out  as  a  routine  measure 
in  all  cases  of  Infectious  Disease. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ADMINISTRATION. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  Isolation  Hospital  treatment  of 
Infectious  Disease,  an  arrangement  has  been  entered  into  by 
the  Council  with  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District  Council. 
Under  this,  cases  from  the  Urban  and  the  Rural  District  can 
be  treated  either  at  the  Urban  District  Council’s  Hospital,  or 
at  the  North  Isolation  Hospital,  Off  or  d,  under  the  control  of 
the  Rural  District  Council.  The  object  of  this  is  to  increase 
the  value  of  the  available  bed  accommodation  at  the  two 
hospitals,  and  also  to  secure  economy  of  working. 
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Further  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  temporary 
interchange  of  members  of  the  nursing  staffs  at  the  two 
hospitals,  when  practicable  and  desirable. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

A  complete  Hospital  is  provided  by  the  Council  for  the 
reception  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  is  situated  in 
Oak  Lane,  in  the  Urban  District  of  Sevenoaks.  Previously ,  it 
was  situated  in  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District;  but  was  included 
in  the  Urban  area  by  the  Kent  Review  Order,  1934. 

The  accommodation  consists  of  two  separate  pavilions, 
together  with  an  administrative  block,  laundry,  disinfecting 
block  and  mortuary. 

Each  of  the  pavilions  contains  six  beds,  and  consists  of  three 
separate  wards  containing  one,  two  and  three  beds  respectively. 
There  arc  ample  and  suitable  sanitary  annexes  to  each  pavilion. 

A  motor  ambulance  is  kept  for  use  for  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  only. 

Electric  light  has  now  been  installed  throughout  the 
Hospital. 


STAFF. 

A  permanent  Matron  and  Nurse  were  appointed  and  com¬ 
menced  duty  on  1st  March,  1924. 

In  July,  1924,  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Kent 
County  Council  whereby  the  Council  place  the  Southern 
Pavilion  at  the  disposal  of  the  County  Council  for  the 
reception  of  eight  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

This  was  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health ;  and  the 
first  Tuberculosis  patients  were  admitted  on  the  17th  July, 
1924.  In  July,  1925,  arrangements  were  made  by  the  County 
Council,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  for  the 
number  of  Tuberculosis  patients  to  be  increased  from  eight  to 
twelve.  With  the  widening  and  improvement  of  the  verandah 
of  the  Recreation  Room,  this  number  has,  been  increased  to  15.

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RECREATION  ROOM 


A  Recreation  Room  has  been  added  in  connection  with  the 
Southern  Block,  to  which  it  is  connected  by  a  covered  way. 

This  has  proved  a  very  welcome  addition  and  has  added 
immeasurably  to  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  patients. 


DRAINAGE. 

The  Darenth  Valley  Main  Sewerage  Board  was  formed 
under  the  Local  Government  Provisional  Order  Confirmation 
(Darenth  Valley)  Act,  1878,  of  Representatives  from  the 
Sevenoaks  Urban  and  Dartford  and  Sevenoaks  Rural  District 
Councils,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  maintaining  a 
trunk  sewer  through  the  Valley  of  the  River  Darenth  from 
Westerham  to  Dartford,  from  which  point  the  sewage  is 
conveyed  through  the  sewers  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of 
Dartford  and  the  West  Kent  Main  Sewerage  Board  to  the 
Outfall  Works  of  the  latter  Authority  at  Longreach.  The  area 
consists  of  those  parts  of  the  respective  Districts  lying 
between  the  Northern  and  Southern  boundaries  of  the  Darenth 
Watershed. 

With  the  exception  of  outlying  portions,  which  are  on  the 
cesspool  system,  the  District  is  well  sewered.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  mains  of  the  Sevenoaks  Water  Company  supply  the 
whole  of  the  District. 

The  water  is  in  every  way  suitable  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes. 

The  Company  report  that  high  surface  pumping  has  now 
ceased  at  Oak  Lane,  Sevenoaks,  and  a  new  Booster  Station 
has  been  completed  at  Tonbridge  Road  reservoir  for  the 
purpose  of  pumping  to  the  high  service  reservoir  at  Bayley’s 
Hill. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  have  been 
carried  out  at  intervals. 

During  the  year  the  following  new  mains  were  laid  in 
this  area  :

HOUSE  REFUSE  REMOVAL. 

The  collection  of  bouse  refuse  is  undertaken  by  the  Council, 
the  work  being  carried  out  by  means  of  two  mechanically- 
driven  covered  vehicles. 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  throughout  the 
District  and  is  disposed  of  on  the  Bradford  system  on  the 
Council’s  own  land  at  Greatness. 

This  work,  which  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor, 
has  proved  satisfactory  and  the  resultsi  are  excellent.  The 
costs  are  far  less  than  would  have  been  the  case  if  a  Destructor 
had  been  established.

The  Council  possesses;  a  Dennis  750-gallon  mechanical 
emptier,  and  the  cesspools  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  District 
are  emptied  on  request  and  payment.  This  machine  is  also 
used  for  sewer  flushing,  gully  emptying  and  haulage  work.

An  Ante-natal  Clinic  has  been  established  at  Dorset  House, 
St.  John’s  Road,  Sevenoaks. 

Sessions  are  held  on  the  third  Monday  in  each  month  at 
2.30  p.m. 

The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  is  Dr.  A.  Carnarvon  Brown. 

During  the  year  12  sessions  were  held,  and  a  total  of  140 
attendances  were  made,  representing  an  average  attendance 
of  11.6  per  session. 


CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 


The  Council  has  established  two  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centres,  viz.:  one  at,  Dorset  House,  St.  John’s  Road, 
and  the  other  at  Church  House,  High  Street. 

Both  these  Centres  are  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Sevenoaks  Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welfare  Association.  An 
annual  grant  of  £120  is  made  by  the  District  Council  to  this 
Association.  The  Association  is,  affiliated  to  the  National 
League  for  Health,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  is  Dr.  A.  Carnarvon  Brown, 
and  he  attends  each  Centre  for  half  an  hour  in  order  to  see 
any  case  requiring  medical  attention. 

Sessions  are  held  at  both  Centres  each  Thursday  afternoon 
at  3  o’clock. 

Dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil  and  malt,  and  Virol,  etc.,  are 
supplied,  on  payment,  to  the  mothers  through  the  Centres.

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SUNLIGHT  TREATMENT. 


A  valuable  addition  to  the  Children’s  Welfare  work  is  the 
installation  of  the  necessary  apparatus  which  enables  sunlight 
treatment  to  be  given  to  those  needing  it.  Again  this  year  it 
has  proved  to  be  of  great  benefit,  and  has  been  much 
appreciated. 

During  the  year  104  sessions  were  held.  The  number  of 
treatments  given  was  1,322  to  67  children. 


FREE  AND  ASSISTED  SUPPLY  OF  MILK  TO  EXPECTANT 
AND  NURSING  MOTHERS,  AND  CHILDREN  UNDER 
FIVE  YEARS  OF  AGE. 

During  the  year  1,092  pints  of  fresh  milk  were  supplied 
free  in  necessitous  cases,  and  735  pounds  of  dried  milk  were 
supplied  at  cost  price.

VOLUNTARY  WORK  IN  CONNECTION  WITH 
MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

I  again  wish  to  place  on  record  my  great  appreciation  of 
the  services  rendered  by  the  Voluntary  Workers  of  the 
Sevenoaks  Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welfare  Association. 

Year  by  year  this  work  increases,  not  only  with  the  growth 
of  the  town,  but  also  from  the  increasing  facilities  provided 
under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme,  and  the  way 
in  which  these  are  being  more  and  more  utilised  by  the  public. 

The  foundation  on  which  this  work  is  built  is  unquestionably 
the  interest  taken  in  it,  and  the  time  and  trouble  so  ungrudg¬ 
ingly  given  by  the  Voluntary  Workers. 

I  feel  that  the  public  has  only  to  realize  these  facts  in  order 
to  give  their  support  more  and  more  to  what  is,  on  all  hands, 
considered  to  be  one  of  the  most,  important  and  valuable 
branches  of  the  whole  of  the  Public  Health  administration  of 
this  country.

SCHOOLS.

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  a  school  on  account  of 
the  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  amongst  the  scholars  during 
the  year,  nor  were  any  Certificates  covering  low  attendance 
for  the  sarne  cause  issued. 

NURSING  AND  MATERNITY  HOMES. 

The  powers  under  the  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act, 
1927,  have  been  delegated  by  the  Kent  County  Council  to  the 
Urban  District  Council. 

There  are  six  Nursing  and  Maternity  Homes  registered  in 
this  District. 

These  provide  7  beds  for  maternity  cases  and  31  beds  for 
other  cases. 


REGULATED  TRADES. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  are  11  registered  premises  within  the  District,  of 
which  9  are  dairies  and  2  are  cowsheds. 

During  the  year  213  visits  of  inspection  were  paid,  and 
in  3  instances  defects  were  found.  These  have  since  been 
remedied.

There  is  an  up-to-date  and  modern  pasteurising  plant  at 
one  of  the  dairies  in  the  town,  and  the  bulk  of  the  milk  coming 
into  this  dairy  from  the  rural  areas  is  pasteurised. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  one  licence 
has  been  issued  for  bottled  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  which  is 
received  in  bulk. 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  4  Slaughterhouses  in  the  District,  of  which  2  are 
registered  and  2  are  licensed. 

During  the  year  525  visits  were  paid,  and  in  one  instance 
a  defect  was  found.  This  was  later  remedied. 
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Meat— Carcases  Inspected  and  Condemned. 
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Piggeries. 

There  are  no  Piggeries  in  the  District. 


Other  Food  Preparing  Places. 

There  are  35  other  premises  in  which  food  is  prepared  for 
human  consumption. 

During  the  year  278  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  premises. 


Common  Lodging-Houses  and  Houses-Let-in-Lodgings. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging-Houses  nor  Houses-Let-in- 
Lodgings  in  the  District.

SHOPS  ACTS. 


During  the  year  78  inspections  were  carried  out  under  the 
Shops  Act,  1904,  relating  to  ventilation,  temperature  and 
sanitary  conveniences  of  shops. 

In  two  eases  modern  sanitary  conveniences  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  employees,  and  in  one  other  case  additional 
heating  has  been  provided  by  the  shopkeeper. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

During  the  year  one  complaint  was  received  with  respect 
to  the  emission  of  smoke  from  a  factory  chimney.  Several 
observations  were  made,  and  after  consultation  with  the 
Manager  concerned,  no  further  action  was  found  to  be 
necessary. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  only  one  public  swimming  bath  in  the  District, 
this  being  a  covered  bath  owned  by  the  Council  situated  in 
Elardley  Road,  Sevenoaks. 

The  water  for  the  bath  is  passed  through  a  continuous 
filtration  plant. 

Two  samples  of  the  bath  water  were  taken  during  the 
swimming  season,  and  in  each  case  were  reported  upon  by  the 
County  Analyst  as  being  satisfactory. 

A  privately  owned  swimming  bath  which  was  constructed 
at  Greatness  Mill  is  no  longer  in  existence,  and  was  not  used 
during  the*  season  of  1937.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

During  the  year  2  Council  houses  were  found  to  be  infested 
with  bugs,  and  both  were  disinfested. 

The  number  of  other  houses  found  to  be  infested  were  4, 
and  disinfestation  was  undertaken  in  each  case. 

The  method  employed  was  by  spraying  with  Zaldecide. 

The  belongings  of  tenants  are  examined  before  their 
removal  into  a  Council  house,  and  in  no  ease  during  the  year 
was  action  necessary. 

In  5  cases  the  work  of  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by 
the  Council,  and  in  one  case  by  the  owner. 

Instructions  against  the  re-infestation  of  premises  is  given 
to  tenants  when  disinfestation  takes  place. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Constant  supervision  is  paid  to  all  watercourses  within  the 
District. 

No  action  was  required  during  the  year. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ADULTRATION  ACT,  1928.

REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  a  summary  of  the 
work  carried  out  in  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the 
year  1937,  together  with  the  extensions'  of  sanitary  services. 

GENERAL  INSPECTIONS. 

The  routine  inspections  of  the  District  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts,  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order,  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  and  the  Public 
Health  (Meat)  Regulations  have  been  carried  out,  and  any 
nuisances  or  defects  found  have  been  dealt  with  by  Informal 
Action.  During  the  year  it  was  not  necessary  to  serve  any 
Statutory  Notices. 

One  new  Model  Bakehouse  was  erected  during  the  year, 
fitted  with  modern  machinery,  and  one  of  the  old  bakehouses 
has  ceased  to  exist. 


SHOPS  ACT. 

During  the  year  several  applications  were  made  for 
certificates  of  exemption  relating  to  the  provision  of  sanitary 
accommodation  under  Section  10  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934.  These 
were  not  approved  owing  to  the  changing  conditions  of  the 
properties  in  the  town,  so  that  when  any  of  these  shops  are 
altered  full  advantage  can  be  taken  to  provide  the  necessary 
accommodation. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

No  complaints  were  received  relating  to  the  water  supplied 
by  the  Sevenoaks  Waterworks  Company  during  the  year. 
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The  following  main  extensions  were  carried  out  by  the 
Company  during  the  year: 

304  yards  of  6in.  main. 

154  yards  of  3in.  main. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  from  the 
Public  Swimming  Bath,  owned  by  your  Council,  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination,  and  the  report  on  these  was  very 
satisfactory. 


HOUSING. 

During  the  year  11  houses  were  scheduled  for  demolition  in 
three  Clearance  Areas  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  This 
necessitates  the  re-housing  of  seven  families,  and  a  small 
housing  scheme  is  in  hand  to  allow  this  to  be  done. 

During  the  year  151  new  houses  were  erected  by  private 
enterprise ;  149  of  these  were  connected  to  the  main  sewer  and 
two  connected  to  cesspools. 

There  have  been  no  further  cases  of  overcrowding  detected 
during  the  year.  Nine  cases  of  overcrowding  were  relieved 
during  the  year,  chiefly  by  the  removal  of  lodgers.  Two  families 
moved  into  larger  houses  in  the  area  to  abate  overcrowding. 

MILE  SUPPLIES. 

Frequent  inspections  are  made  of  all  the  dairies  in  the 
District,  and  the  bulk  of  the  town’s  supply  is  produced  in 
the  rural  areas.  There  is  one  modern  pasteurising  plant  in  the 
District,  and  samples  have  been  taken  to  ascertain  that  the 
milk  has  been  properly  pasteurised,  while  the  temperature  and 
recording  charts  of  this  plant  are  also  regularly  examined. 

One  dairy  farm  in  the  area  has  been  added  to  the  list  of 
Accredited  producers  during  1937. 

During  the  year  12  samples  of  milk  were  taken  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  and  14  samples  of  ordinary 
milk.

There  are  136  cesspools  in  the  area,  and  during  the  year 
39  cesspools  were  emptied  by  the  mechanical  cesspool  emptier. 
This  work  is  done  at  the  request  of  the  owners  and  upon 
payment.  There  are  no  fixed  periods  of  emptying,  and  this 
work  has  to  be  arranged  with  the  Surveyor’s  Department,  as 
the  machine  is  used  for  other  purposes. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSE,  MEAT  AMD  FOOD 

INSPECTIONS. 

Regular  inspections  of  food  preparing  places,  slaughter¬ 
houses,  etc.,  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  amount  of  unsound  food  surrendered  and  destroyed 
was  2  tons  5  cwt.  40  lbs.  Where  circumstances  pen  tted,  this 
was  destroyed  at  the  Acme  Chemical  Works,  Tonbridge,  and 
the  remainder  was  either  burnt  locally  or  buried  in  lime. 

The  insurance  inaugurated  at  the  Sevenoaks  Market  is  still 
in  operation,  and  most  of  the  beasts  and  pigs  slaughtered  in  the 
area  are  covered  by  this  scheme. 

There  are  15  licensed  slaughtermen  in  the  District,  and  no 
complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  slaughtering  of 
animals. 

In  accordance  with  the  Sanitary  Officers  O'rder,  I  give  below 
the  number  and  nature  of  inspections  carried  out :
